May  I  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  to  a  matter 
which  I  think  should  be  attended  to  at  once.  In  the  High  School 
German  Reader,  among  the  selections  for  Third  and  Fourth  Form  students 
is  included  that  German  song  which  has  enjoyed  such  prominence  as  the 
marching  song  of  the  Geririan  soldiers,  I  refer  to  the  song  entitled 
"Germany  Over  All." 

As  you  know,  this  song  is  extravagantly  lavish  in  its  praise  of 
GerinanisLi  a.ii  its  whole  tone,  so  bombastic  at  any  time,  appears  to-day 
very  much  out  of  harmony  with  the  line  of  teaching  our  pupils  should 
receive.  Our  teacher  of  Mode:^n3  has  found  the  teaching  of  this  quite 
distasteful. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  classed  among  those  who  are  engaged  in  the 
oernian  hunt  or  those  v/ho  seek  notoriety  through  the  newspiapers,  therefore, 
I  take  this  way  of  privately  bringing  the  matter  to  your  attention.  It 
would  be  a  simple  matter,  I  think,  to  have  this  poem  and  any  other  parts 
similarly  tainted  dropped  from  the  work  for  the  year.
